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PREFACE. 



In consequence of the changes which have taken 
place since the last Edition of this Work appeared in 
1867, almost half the following pages consist of 
matter entirely new. 

Part I. has been enlarged by insertion, not merely 
of the relevant statutes passed in the interval, but 
also of the Tables of Fees charged at the Houses of 
Parliament; dissertations on the Funds out of 
which Costs in Private Bill Legislation are payable, 
and on the Acts relating to Taxation, Award, and 
Eight of and to such Costs, have likewise been 
added. By favour of the Eeceiver of Fees, the 
Table of Fees charged at the House of Lords is now 
for the first time printed. The Bills of Costs in 
Part I., so carefully prepared by the late Mr. Web- 
ster, would seem to have acquired a larger sphere 
of usefulness imder the House of Commons Costs 
Taxation Act, 1879. The question how far the 
statute has the effect of making these Bills and the 
Scale of Charges issued by the Speaker — ^which 
otherwise do not apply to proceedings not strictly 
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parliamentary — applicable to the initial steps in 
obtaining provisional orders is briefly discussed at 
pp. 225—227. 

Parts II. and Til,, except in their titles, are alto- 
gether new ; so are the Index, Table of Cases, and 
Table of Statutes. 

In the labour of reconstruction on a scale so com- 
prehensive, the character of Editor has in great 
measure been exchanged for that of Author ; it is 
hoped, however, that the efforts expended in bring- 
ing the Work down to date, supplemented as those 
efforts have been by information kindly afforded at 
the Houses of Parliament and at the Office of the 
Local Government Board, will render this Fourth 
Edition of Webster not unworthy of its predecessors. 

In conclusion, the evidence as given in the 
f^Eeport Joint Select Committee of House of 
Lords and House of Commons on Parliamentary 
Agency, 1876," justifies a repetition of what has 
been advanced in previous Editions, viz., " that it is 
safer and more economical to employ Parliamentary 
Agents than to try to do without them, as the latter 
course sometimes results in loss of money to the 
client and of professional reputation to the solicitor.''

SECTION I. 
EEMAEK8 UPON DSAWIHO BILLS OF COSTS. 

The charges for promoting or opposing Private f.',^^*","J 
Bills iu Parliament, or incidental thereto, are 
fixed by lists of charges prepared in the House 
of Commons by the Speaker, and in the House of 
Lords by the Clerk of the Parliaments, under 
the authority of the Acts 10 & 11 Vict. c. C9, 
and 12 & 13 Vict. c. 78, which will be found in 
Section V.; with a very trifling exception, the 
two lists are precisely similar as to the amount of 
the charges, and they will be found incorporated 
at page 140. 

Under "The House of Commons Costs Taxation 
Act, 1879 " (42 & 43 Vict. c. 17), which will also 
be found in Section V., the powers and provisions of 
10 & 11 Vict. c. 69 are extended to charges in 
respect to the obtaining or promotion of or oppo- 
sition to any provisional order, provisional certifi- 
cate, or any bill for confirming the same ; and in 
respect to the promotion of any bill by any public 
trustees or commissioners, or by any municipal or 
other public authority, and in respect to the oppo- 
sition to any public and general bill.

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2 BILLS OF COSTS. 

Plan of bills. The biUs of costs, commencing at page 4, are 
drawn according to the above lists, and are in- 
tended to assist solicitors and agents in drawing, 
as well as in revising, bills of costs : they are as 
full as practicable in their details, being mostly 
adapted to Second Class Bills ; charges are given 
for most matters requisite to be done, and where 
there is a specific sum allowed by the scale ; some 
of those ordinary or incidental charges for attend- 
ances or letters, &c., w^hich must differ in the case 
of each Bill, and do not form part of the actual 
stages of Bills, are left to be supplied from the 
diary of the solicitor or agent. Care must be 
taken by him not to appropriate any charges in 
the bills of costs, that have not arisen in regard 
to his particular Bill. It is assumed that the 
Bills commence in the House of Commons ; in the 
case therefore of Bills commencing in the House 
of Lords, although the proceedings would be iden- 
tical up to the stage where they go before the 
examiner, after that it would be necessary to turn 
to the first stage in the Lords, and r.etum subse- 
quently to the first stage in the Commons.

No further charge is therefore 
allowed for any of those purposes. 

Where copies are allowed, prints may be charged Printwi 
as copies, except where specially mentioned m the 
scale of charges, but otherwise only the expense 
of printing. 

Attention must be paid to the Orders, &c., as Minuted «t 
to printing minutes of evidence (see p. 166) ; the 
printing is done at the expense of the promoters, 
and it is the practice for opponents desiring copies 
to buy them of the promoters' agent, who credits 
his client with the amount he thus receives. 

Petitions " standing referred " in the Commons, retiUonn. 
and " praying to be heard on the merits against 
a Bill " in the Lords, are now printed for the use 
of the members of the committees (see p. 166), and 
manuscript copies of the petitions for their use are 
not allowed, but the expense of printing only. 

The charges given for solicitors in the bills and ^^^'•■"''rs' 
scale are allowed in common to solicitors in Eng- 
land and Ireland, and to writers to the signet in 
Scotland. 

Parliamentaiy agents in London doing Scotch ^^''^^ ^»"«'- 
business are allowed to make out their bills of 
costs on the Solicitors' Scale, and not on that for 
Parliamentary agents. 

A solicitor filling any office to which a salary hC^nlg" 
is attached, such as vestry clerk, clerk to road ^"*^'"*' 
trustees, or to a corporation, &c., and being 
instructed by them to promote or oppose a Bill 
in parliament, must be careful not to charge for 
those things which his salary would properly 
cover.

Great dissatisfaction, however, having for some time 
existed in regard to the system under which fees were 
paid to counsel, the subject engaged the attention of the 
Select Committee of the House of Commons on Private 
Bill Legislation, which sat in Session 1863, and that 
Committee, after hearing the evidence of the Attorney- 
General on the subject, reported against the system as 
then existiDg. 

A general feeling, however, prevailing that it would be 
most advisable that any alterations in their fees should 
be made by the members of the parliamentary Bar them- 
selves, and an intimation having been conveyed to certain 
members of the House that the subject was under their 
consideration, no action was taken by the House in the 
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matter, when they caxried out the other recommendations 
of the committee in the beginning of Session 1864. 

The above scale continues unaltered, as no further effec- 
tive step was taken in the matter. 

It would seem that the present taxing master of the 
House of Lords invariably disallows counseFs fees for 
drawing documents, petitions, memorials, proofs for 
standing orders and bills, except in certain special cases. 
(Report Joint Select Committee of House of Lords and 
House of Commons on Parliamentary Agency, 1876, 
p. 28.)

Whereas doubts have arisen as to the construction and 
application of the regulations respecting the amount of the fee& 
authorized by this House to be demanded and taken in relation 
to private bills on the second reading thereof, and it is expe- 
dient to simplify them in manner hereinafter mentioned : It is 
accordingly hereby ordered, That the said regulations shall as 
respects all private bills introduced in any future session of 
Parliament cease and determine ; And it is hereby further 
ordered as regards all such Private Bills, —

thereof with the fees hereinafter mentioned ; (namely)

1st. — Divorce Bills and Name Bills, each of

2nd. — Bills relating solely to charitable, lite- 
rary, or scientific purposes, where no private 
profit or advantage is derived, each of which

3rd. — Bills relating solely to Turnpike Roads^ 

each of which shall be charged with a fee of 54 

4:th. — Bills relating only to the Supply of Gas 
or only to the Supply of Water, as to which 
the capital raised shall not exceed £25,000, 
each of which Bills shall be charged with a 
fee of ... ... ... ... ...

All other Bills shall be charged with a fee of . . . 81 

Provided always, that when any Bill authorizes the raising of 
the original or additional capital either by shares or loans, 
exceeding £25,000 and not exceeding £200,000, such Bill shall 
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be charged with an additional fee of £27 ; and if such original 
or additional capital shall exceed £200,000, such Bill shall be 
charged with an additional fee of £54:, but such additional fee 
or fees shall not be charged on anv Bill only relating to the 
supply of gas, or only to the supply of water, unless the capital 
to be raised by such Bill shall exceed £50,000.

CHAPTER I. 

APPLICATIONS FOR TAXATIONS. 



Ji?ectof"*" The costs in respect of which an application for 
Tppu^^uon ^ taxation can be made to the taxing officer of 
«iay*15?*^^"^ the House of Commons, are those described in 
"^*^^- clause 8 of the Act 10 & 11 Vict. c. 69, and clause 
1 of the Act 42 & 43 Vict. c. 17 (a), being, respec- 
tively, the costs for promoting or opposing Private 
Bills in the House of Commons, and costs in 
respect to the obtaining or promotion of or opposi- 
tion to any provisional order or provisional certi- 
ficate, or any bill for confirming the same, and in 
respect to the promotion of any hill by any public 
trustees or commissioners, or by any municipal or 
other public authority, and in respect to the oppo- 
sition to any public and general bill ; by clause 10 
of the Act 12 & 13 Vict. c. 78 {a), the taxing 
officer of the House of Commons is also em- 
powered to tax any part of such* costs relative to 
a Private Bill as may have been incurred in the 
House of Lords : in addition to these, there are 
also the costs awarded by committees of the

parties apply for taxation, they should try and necessary, 
satisfy themselves that it is worth while to have 
them taxed, and whether the amount likely to be 
taken oflF will exceed the costs and fees of taxation, 
as some experienced firms draw their bills so well 
and moderately that the taxation only adds some- 
thing to the bill instead of eflfecting a saving to 
the client. (See Mr. Adam's evidence, p. 35, 
Report Joint Select Committee of House of Lords 
and House of Commons on Parliamentary Agency, 
1876.) 

The application for a taxation may be made at Modes of ap-

the taxing office of the House of Commons, either taxations. 
in person and verbally, or by a letter addressed 
to the taxing oflScer, but the bill of costs should 
always be deposited in the taxing office at the 
same time that the application for its taxation is 
made ; on the application being made the taxing 
officer appoints a day and hour for the taxation, 
the interval of time from the day of application to 
that appointed for the taxation being regulated 
according to the circumstances of the case ; as for 
example, if the client or solicitor has to attend 
from Ireland or Scotland, a period of ten days is 
generally thought a reasonable interval ; if from 
some place in England, a week, and sometimes 
less if in London. No written appointment is

ing officer if made by the client after a verdict 
shall have been obtained or a writ of inquiry exe- 
cuted in any action for the recovery of the costs. 
Neither can the taxing officer entertain an appli- 
cation for a taxation made by the client after the 
expiration of six months after the bill has been 
delivered ; but if the client states special circum- 
stances for such taxation taking place, the taxing 
officer can report them to the Speaker, who there- 
upon may direct the costs to be taxed ; (these 
special circumstances should rather have reference 
to the causes which occasioned the delay in the 
application than to the amount or character of the 
charges in the bill of costs.) When such an ap- 
plication is made by the client and resisted by the 
solicitor, the taxing officer would, if he felt dis- 
posed to think a taxation necessary, hear both 
parties before reporting the special circumstances 
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to the Speaker. It may be added, however, that 
costs are taxed after the expiration of the six 
months when the party charging the costs con- 
sents to a taxation. 

Where in the case of a hostile taxation a diffi- ^ow these

culty arises from the expiration of six months, or ^^^Jvoid^^ 

any other reason, in procuring the taxation of any 

bill in the ordinary manner, parties may procure 

a taxation by allowing the claimant to commence 

an action against them for the recovery of such 

costs, and then applying to the Court in which 

such action is brought to refer the costs to one 

of its masters, who can, under the 12th section of 

the Act 12 & 13 Vict. c. 78, request the taxing 

officer of the House of Commons to tax them. 

In the case of costs awarded by the report of a 
committee, no application for a taxation- can be 
entertained by the taxing officer if made later 
than six calendar months after the report of the 
committee, and in cases where no sum shall have 
been named by the committee with the consent 
of the parties afiFected, until one month after a bill 
of such costs shall have been delivered sealed or 
subscribed by the party claiming the costs, or 
their solicitor or parliamentary agent, to the party 
chargeable therewith.

PROCEDURE AT TAXATIONS. 

Taxations may be either as between client and 
solicitor, or as between party and party. 

In amicable cases sometimes the solicitor 
charging the costs only attends, and the client 
is not represented at all, in which cases, however, 
it is required of the solicitor that he produce a 
letter from his client, or some other evidence, that 
the client does not wish to be represented at the 
taxation. In these cases the taxing officer, 
having previously perused the bill, will require 
such explanations as he may think necessary with 
regard to any charges of irreorular or unreasonable 
character, without going through the bill item by 
item with the solicitor. 

In other amicable taxations the client is repre- 
sented by a solicitor, who merely states that he 
is directed to attend on behalf of the client, who, 
however, has no wish to complain of the charges ; 
in such cases as these such solicitor is generally 
understood to be present, for the purpose of fur- 
nishing authoritative explanations of such charges 
as the taxing officer may require fuller informa- 
tion upon, and he, in general, may be said to aid 
the taxation. He is also supposed to, what is 
commonly called, watch the taxation ; and if any 
circumstance arises, such as the discovery of 
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exorbitant or erroneous charges, or that the party 
charging the bill is supporting his charges in an 
irregular manner, he may then exercise the dis- 
cretion of departing from his instructions, and act 
as if he were instructed to oppose the taxation. 

In some instances parties on both sides consent 
to leave a bill with the taxing oflScer for his 
perusal without appearing, except to test the 
lengths of documents and vouch payments. If 
the taxing officer requires any explanations he 
requests the attendance of the party charging the 
bill. It is needless to add that this course is only 
practicable where the costs are strictly according 
to the scale. 

In opposed cases a solicitor attends on behalf opposed 

*^f^ ^ ^ taxation. 

of the client to object to the charges made in the 
bill of costs. The taxing officer usually reads 
the charges in the bill seriatim, and the opposing 
solicitor objects to them as they are reached in 
this manner, or the taxing officer may not think 
it necessary to read each item, but may call upon 
the opposing solicitor to state at once the charges 
he objects to, and proceed to deal with the objec- 
tions made in this manner. 

These objections are usually, that the particular 
matter charged for was unnecessary, — that it was 
performed in so circuitous and roundabout a 
manner that the charges respecting it were un- 
necessarily multiplied, — that the amount of the 
charge exceeds that usually allowed by the taxing 
officer ; and in the case of chai-ges not usually 
incurred without specific instructions from the 
client that no such instructions had been given. 
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By R. 17 of the Rules sanctioned by the 
Speaker 7th March, 1873, it is provided that 
the taxing officer of either House be instructed 
to report to the Chairman of Committees and 
the Speaker the bill of costs of any agent which 
he may deem to contain improper or exorbitant 
charges.

fit, with a direction to the taxing officer to make 
a further report with regard to the matters com- 
plained of, and upon this further report being 
made the Speaker decides whether there are 
grounds for varying the taxing officer's report of 
the taxation ; upon the matter being so disposed 
of, or if no memorial has been so deposited, then, 
at the expiration of the twenty-one days the parties 
may, if they so desire, have the Speaker s certifi- 
cate. The occasions when the Speaker's certificate 
is demanded are extremely rare, being limited 
mostly to the cases where an action has been com- 
menced, or intended to be commenced, for the 
recovery of the costs, the certificate having the 
authority of a waiTant to confess judgment. 

Parties are mostly content to accept the dupli- 
cate of the taxing officer's report as a sufficient 
evidence of the result of the taxation.

CHAPTER III. 

COSTS AWARDED BY COMMITTEES. 

Costs now The principle recognised by Courts of law of 
giving costs has been adopted by the Houses of 
Parliament. 

Act of 1865. By an Act passed in 1865 (28 Vict. c. 27) Com-

on Private mittecs ou Private Bills are empowered to award 
costs in certain cases ; opponents are entitled to 
their costs as against promoters, and promoters as 
against opponents, under the circumstances de- 
scribed in the Act. 

The following extracts from the reports of Com- 
mons' Committees will convey the clearest idea 
of the manner in which this is done : — 

Mr. Dent further reported from the committee : 
That they had altered certain provisions of the bill 
for the protection of the petitioners Joseph Rawes and 
William Brydone, as trustees under the will of Mrs. 
Violet Tweedy, and that with respect to such peti- 
tioners, they are unanimously of opinion that they 
ha^^e been unreasonably subjected to expense in de- 
fending their rights proposed to be interfered with by 
the bill, and are entitled to recover from the promoters 
of such bill, viz., the London, Chatham and Dover 
Railway Company, their whole costs in relation there- 
to. — London, Chatham and Dover Ry. ( Various Powers) 
Bill, Supp. to Votes, 1866, p. 257. Cfl Manchester and 
Milford Ry, Bill, Supp. to Votes, 1873, p. 27 ; N<yrth 
Eastern Ry, (Additional Powers) Bill, Supp. to Votes, 
1874, p. 52. 
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Mr. Dent further reported from the committee : 
That they were unanimously of opinion that the pro- 
moters of the bill had been vexatiously subjected to 
expense in the promotion of the said bill by the oppo- 
sition of the Caledonian Railway Company to Railways 
No. 6 and No. 7, and are entitled to recover from the 
said Company the sum of fifty pounds on account of 
their costs in relation to such opposition. — North 
British Railway {Coatbridge^ <fcc. Branches) Bill, Supp. 
to Votes, 1866, p. 347. 

Mr. Ingham further reported from the committee : 
That they were unanimously of opinion that William 
Thomas King Church, Richard John King Church, 
and Edmund Lewis Hooper, (joint petitioners against 
the bill) had been unreasonably subjected to expense 
in defending their rights proposed to be interfered 
with by the bill, and that the portion of their joint 
costs in relation thereto which was incurred up to the 
26th of March, 1866, and what was consequent thereon 
before the committee on the 27th of April, subject to 
the proper taxation, ought to be paid by the Great 
Western Railway Company, the promoters of the bill. 
— Great Western Railway BUI, Supp. to Votes, 1866, 
p. 349. 

By an Act passed in 1867 (80 & 31 Vict, c ^ctofiser. 
136) Courts of Referees were empowered to award Refe^ep. 
costs on private bills in the same manner as select 
committees were empowered under the Act 28 
Vict. c. 27, in cases in which, under any standing 
order or other order of the House, such Courts 
might be empowered to inquire into the whole 
subject matter of such bills, and to report them 
with or without amendments to the House. 

In 1868, however, the Courts of Referees by 
losing complete jurisdiction over private bills lost 
also their power to award costs, so that the above 
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Act of 1871.

provision is now obsolete. (Clifford and Stephens' 
Practice of Court of Referees, p. 7.) 

By an Act passed in 1871 (34 Vict. c. 3) Select 
Committees of either House are empowered to 
award costs on bills confirming provisional orders, 
certificates, schemes, and orders in the nature of 
provisional orders in the same way as costs may 
be awarded under 28 Vict. c. 27. 

These costs are taxed by the taxing oflScer in 
the same manner as those already described. 

It may be useful to observe that the above Acts 
withdrawn. ^Jq j^^^ empower committees to award costs on 
bills that are allowed to be withdrawn, and the 
locus standi of a petitioner who claimed to oppose 
a bill for costs incurred on a prior bill promoted 
by the same parties and allowed to be with- 
drawn was disallowed (a). In order, therefore, 
not to lose the benefit of the foregoing legislation, 
petitioners against a bill should resist an applica- 
tion to withdraw and request the Committee to 
declare the preamble not proved (6). 

It may also be mentioned that it is not the 
practice of the Court of Referees to give costs on 
questions of locus standi (c).

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CHAPTER IV. 

MISCELLANEOUS TAXATIONS. 

There is a class of taxations of not very common ^J^'SS^g 
occurrence, respecting which it seems advisable to c^J^f^^^ 
say a few words. By clause 12 of the Act 12 & 13 a^^ equity. 
Vict. c. 78, " the proper officer of any other Court '* 
may request the taxing officer " to assist him in 
taxing and settling any costs, charges and ex- 
penses incurred in respect of a private bill, being 
part of any bill of costs which shall have been re- 
ferred to him by the Court of which he is such 
officer ; " and the taxing officer may " thereupon 
proceed to tax and settle the same and return the 
same with his opinion thereupon " to such officer. 
In these cases the costs in question are generally 
endorsed by the taxing master or officer of the 
Court of law, with a request to the taxing officer 
of the House of Commons to tax them, who on 
receiving the costs gives an appointment and jro- 
ceeds with the taxation in the same manner as 
already described, and when it is concluded en- 
dorses on the bill of costs a certificate (a) of the 
amount allowed by him. 

Judges have referred costs to the taxing officer of References 
the House of Commons to tax the same both as to 
the amount properly chargeable, and in cases of dis- 
puted agreements to define whatare the costs within

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the terms of the agreement, or strictly necessary 
and incidental to the proceedings in Parliament. 
In these cases the taxing officer, on receipt of the 
order of reference together with the costs, appoints 
a day and proceeds with the taxation in the man- 
ner already described, and on the termination of 
the taxation grants a certificate (a) of his taxation, 
and returns the bill of costs to the judge who re- 
quested it to be taxed.

case of Ire- (Public Works Acts Amendment (Ireland) Bill,) 
the actual " bill duly taxed and certified by the 
taxing officer" must be laid before grand juries 
in Ireland before any presentment in respect 
thereof can be made, and it is therefore the prac- 
tice of the taxing officer, after taxing the costs in 
the usual manner, to endorse a certificate on the 
bill which he taxes, and return the bill to the 
parties for the purpose of being so laid before the 
grand jury.

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CHAPTER V. 

PROTESTS, AND LOCUS STANDI OF PARTIES. 

When a client denies his liability to the payment Protesta. 
of costs, but yet is not desirous of finding, after a biuty 
Court of law adjudges him liable, that he has lost 
the benefit of opposing the taxation, he can, by 
his solicitor or himself, attend and oppose the 
taxation under protest, that his attendance thereat 
is not to be taken as an admission of his liability. 

And in the same manner, if a solicitor disputes when juris- 
the jurisdiction of the taxing officer, or the right uxing officer 
of the client to tax his costs, he can still attend 
the taxation under protest, that his doing so is not 
to be taken as a recognition of such jurisdiction 
or an admission of such right. 

If the client is a company, corporation, trustees locus standi 
or any other body made up of different persons, toaSions. 
individual members of such bodies have no right 
of their own accord to attend, or delegate others 
to attend, and oppose a taxation, it being assumed 
that the client will, if they think necessary, in- 
struct and duly authorize some person to discharge 
this duty. 

In the case of certain bodies not possessing the 
character of clients, yet having eventually to pay 
costs, such as vestries liable to the payment of 
costs incurred by the Metropolitan Board of Works 
in passing any act, representatives of such bodies 
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have no such locus standi before the taxing officer 
as will enable them to attend and oppose a taxa- 
tion ; there is nothing, however, to prevent their 
being present during the taxation (a). 
Solicitor It has been ruled that the parliamentary agent 

^liamen- is employed by the solicitor, and that supposing a 
^^^ ' company to promote or oppose any bill in Parlia- 
ment, they employ the solicitor, and are liable ta 
him only and not to the parliamentary agent (6).

OUT OF WHAT FUNDS COSTS ABE 

PAYABLE. 

Parliamentakt costs are incurred in the pro- 
motion of, and opposition to: — I. Bills which 
become Acts of Parliament ; II. Bills which are 
thrown out. It will be convenient to consider in 
what way costs are in each case provided for, and 
what steps may be taken to prevent a wrongful 
application of funds to meet such provision. 

SUB-SECTION I. 

Costs incurred in the Promotion of and 

Opposition to Bills which become Acts 

OF Parliament. 

As a general rule every private Act of Parlia- 
ment contains a clause, usually called the Costs 
Clause, providing how the costs and expenses of 
obtaining the Act are to be borne. The Com- 
panies Clauses Act, 1845 (8 & 9 Vict. c. 16), also 
contains the following enactment : — 

*' Section 65. And be it enacted, that all the Appiicatic

costs of opposing bills in Parliament is as 
much restricted as a similar application 
for promoting bills in Pai'liament (a). 

The above principles are subject to special 
legislation. Of such legislation, the most im- 
portant part consists of special clauses in the 
incorporating Acts, authorising the application 
of the corporate funds to the payment of costs 
incurred in promoting or opposing bills in Par- 
liament ; of the Act to authorise the application 
of funds of municipal corporations, and other 
governing bodies in certain cases (35 & 36 Vict, 
c. 91), usually called the Municipal Corporations 
Borough Funds Act, 1872, and of the Towns 
Improvement Clauses Act, 1847 (10 & 11 Vict, 
c. 34). 

The insertion of a clause in an incorporating 
Act, authorising the expenditure of funds, in 
applying, if necessar)^ to Parliament, will pre- 
clude all questions as to the power of the 
corporate body to employ its capital accord- 
ingly (6). 

The Municipal Corporations Borough Funds 
Act, 1872, which will be found in Section V., 
empowers the council of any municipal borough, 
or other the governing body, as defined in the 
Act, to apply the funds or rates under its con- 
trol to the payment of the costs of promoting or

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opposing parliamentary and other proceedings 
for the benefit of the inhabitants (except in 
certain cases), subject to the sanction of a special 
meeting, and the approval of the Local Govern- 
ment Board, or of a Secretary of State.

with the prescribed requirements to apply the 
rates in promoting or opposing bills ; but they 
are absolutely debarred from acting otherwise 
thaa 83 80 prescribed. Hence the governing 
body of a town cannot under s.

Hence the Court has refused to restrain a rail way, J^^^^^^^ 
company from making such application, though 
in violation of an undertaking (a) or express 
contract (b), or though the effect of the proposed 
measure would be to repeal a clause which was 
specially inserted to obtain the withdrawal of a 
landowner's opposition to the original Act(c). 
The distinction has indeed been taken that ap- 
plications to Parliament on public grounds will 
not be restrained; but applications on merely 
private grounds in violation of contracts personal 
to the applicant will be restrained : the cases, 
however, of this latter description are of rare 
occurrence (d). 

Of a statutory prohibition against applications J^^f^^^ 
to Parliament, an instance is furnished by s. 147, prowwSon.

SECTION V. 

ACTS BELATDTG TO THE TAXATIOIT, AWABD, 
AHD EIGHT OF AND TO COSTS ON FBI-

Remarks. 

The Legislative enactments now in force dealing 
with costs on Private Bills fall under three heads, 
viz., 

I. The Taxation Acts, 1847, 1849, and 1879. 
II. The Acts for Awarding Costs, pa.ssed re- 
spectively in 1865, 1867, and 1871. 
III. The Municipal Corporations (Borough 
Funds) Act, 1872. 

I. The Taxation Acts, 1847, 1849, and 1879. 

The only material difference between the House 
of Commons Taxation Act, 1847, and the House 
of Lords Taxation Act, 1849, is that Clauses 10, 
11, 12 and 13 of the latter Act are not to be found 
in the former one : these clauses were the result 
of the experience arising between the time of the 
one Act coming into operation and the passing of 
the other. Clauses 10, 11 and 12 provide for the 
taxing of the whole of a bill of costs by the 
officer of either House, although a portion of it 
may not have been incurred in that House to 
which the taxing officer who taxes the costs may 
belong; they also provide for references to the 
parliamentary taxing officers by officers of other 
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courts and for references by the parliamentary 
taxing officers to such officers of other courts. 
Clause 13 empowers the taxing officers to take 
an account of monies advanced on account. 

Several of the provisions contained in the Acts Provisionaof 
of 1847 and 1849 are similar to provisions con- Act, i848, 
tained in the Solicitors Act, 1843 (a), and the PracMon-

Legal Practitioners Act, 1875 (b) ; thus, ss. 2, 8 m i879. 
the former correspond in many particulars with 
s. 37 of the Solicitors Act and s. 2 of the Legal 
Practitioners Act; s. 12 of the Act of 1849 cor- 
responds with s. 42 of the Act of 1843. Hence, 
for the interpretation of the Acts of 1847 and 
1849, reference may often usefully be made to the 
decisions on the corresponding provisions in the 
Acts of 1843 and 1875 (c).

amounting to what the Court designates as 
fraud. Either of these being shown the bill 
may be referred for taxation ; it is not necessaiy 
that both should concur; and where there has 
been no pressure, still the case may be one for 
taxation. Accordingly, where a country soli- 
citor's bill for promoting a Private Act came to 
£344 68, 6c?., which included four charges of 
£26 58. for each of four journeys to London, on 
three of which he was detained three days, and 
on the remaining one four days, and a sessional 
fee of £26 58., although a parliamentary agent 
was employed, and the solicitor had also been 
guilty of misrepresentation as to one of the items 
overcharged, an order for taxation was made on 
petition presented more than twelve months after

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SbScc^ a change in the law, for in the year 1875 it was 
scale. expressly decided by the Master of the Rolls that 

the costs of applications to the Board of Trade 
for provisional orders under the Tramways Act, 
1870, are to be taxed on the Chancery and not on 
the Parliamentary scale (a) ; and the same rule 
would no doubt apply to Provisional Order Legis- 
lation generally (6). 

Strictly speaking the Taxing Masters of the 
Houses of Parliament are not bound to follow the 
decisions of Courts of law in matters of parlia- 
mentary taxation ; nor do the lists of charges 
issued under the Taxing Acts of 1847 and 1849, 
prescribe the exact costs to be allowed in any 
given case; these lists only fix the maximum 
charge for the several matters specified, leaving it 
to the discretion of the Master to allow what he 
thinks fit up to that maximum, and also to allow 
all reasonable costs for matters not included ia 
the list (c).

The above provisions, I. — IV., subject to certain 
modifications as regards Scotland, extend to every 
portion of the United Kingdom. The cases decided 
on these provisions in the Courts of any one part 
of the Kingdom are accordingly authorities of 
general applicability. 

In what follows we shall give the text of the 
above provisions, as also any modifying provision 
affecting Scotland.

purely collateral proceedings upon which a party has 
failed, or costs incurred by a party's default, negli- 
gence or mistake, will not be covered by a general 
order for costs. 

The discretion of the taxing officer in allowing any 
given item or amount will not be interfered with by 
the Court, unless a principle is involved or there are 
very strong grounds to show that the officer is wrong 
in his judgment. Thus, when a taxing officer limited 
the leading counsel's fees to 100 guineas with his 
brief, and 25 guineas each day for a refresher, and 
those of the junior to 75 guineas with his brief, and 
15 guineas each day, the Court refused to interfere in 
an ordinary case, intimating, however, that in a case 
of extraordinary difficulty the fees were not necessarily 
to be so re8tricted(a). So, the number of witnesses to be 
allowed, the length of the briefs and proofs, the number 
of counsel, and the incidental expenses of the trial, 
are matters for the master's discretion, subject to the 
extent of it, when a proper case is shewn (5). On

An Act to regulate the Expenses and to control 
the Charges of Retumvng Officers at Parlior- 
nfientary Elections, 

lUth August, 1876.] 

Whebbas' it is expedient to amend the law relating 
to the expenses and charges of returning officers at 
parliamentary elections : 

Be it enacted by the Queen's most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the authority 
of the same, as follows : 
Construe- \ The Ballot Act, 1872, as modified by this Act, 
and this Act shall be construed as one Act. 

This Act shall apply only to parliamentary elec- 
tions. 

The general powers and duties of a returning officer are speci- 
fied in 8. 8 of the Ballot Act, (86 & 36 Vict. c. 33.). 

Payments to 2t The returning officer at an election shall be 
^m^^^ entitled to his reasonable charges, not exceeding the 
sums mentioned in the first schedule to this Act, in 
respect of services and expenses of the several kinds 
mentioned in the said schedule, which have been 
properly rendered or incurred by him for the purposes 
of the election. 

The amount of such charges shall be paid by the 
candidates at the election in equal several shares, or 
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where there is only one candidate, by such candidate. 
If a candidate is nominated without his consent, the 
persons by whom his nomination is subscribed shall 
be jointly and severally liable for the share of the 
charges for which he would be liable if he were nomi- 
nated with his consent. 

A returning officer shall not be entitled to payment 
for any other services or expenses, or at any greater 
rates than as in the said schedule mentioned, any law 
or usage to the contraiy notwithstanding. 

3. The returning officer, if he [think fit, may, as Returning 
hereinafter provided, require security to be given for require d©- 
the charges which may become payable under the sMiui^. 
provisions of this Act in respect of any election. 

The total amount of the security which may be 
required in respect of all the candidates at an election 
shall not in any case exceed the sums prescribed in 
the third schedule to this Act. 

Where security is required by the returning officer 
it shall be apportioned and given as follows ; viz., 
(1.) At the end of the two hours appointed for the 
election the returning officer shall forthwith 
declare the number of the candidates who 
then stand nominated, and shall, if there 
be more candidates nominated than th^e 
are vacancies to be filled up, apportion 
equally among them the total amount of 
the required security : 
(2.) Within one hour after the end of the two 
hours aforesaid, security shall be given, by 
or in respect of each candidate then stand- 
ing nominated, for the amount so appor- 
tioned to him : 
(3.) If in the case of any candidate security is not 

given or tendered as herein mentioned, he

(4.) A tender of security in respect of a candidate 
may be made by any person : 

(5.) Security may be given by deposit of any legal 
tender or of notes of any bank being com* 
monly current in the county or borough for 
which the election is held, or, with the con- 
sent of the returning officer, in any other 
manner : 

(6.) The balance (if any) of a deposit beyond the 
amount to which the returning officer is 
entitled in respect of any candidate shall be 
repaid to the person or persons by whom the 
deposit was made. 

S. 1 of the Ballot Act enables a candidate to withdraw or be 
withdrawn by prescribed notice to the returning officer. Kule 
10, first sch., provides that on the withdrawal of a candidate the 
returning officer shall give public notice of the name of such 
candidate, the names of his nominators, and the names of the 
other nominated or elected candidates. 

The above provision requiring security to be given as a con-

that duty upon the Court to which the case is 
remitted (6) ; in either event the costs of proceed- 
ings in the House may be ordered to be certified 
by the Clerk of the Parliaments. Such a certifi- 
cate in no way confers a right to costs, for costs 
are not created by taxation, nor is the legal right 
to recover them created by taxation ; nor is it 
generally a conditional precedent of a demand, or 
of an action brought upon a demand for costs, 
that the costs should have been taxed. Settle- 
ment or taxation is merely a mode of determining 
in a quasi-judicial manner, by a ministerial officer 
of the Court, disputed questions of amount when 
they arise. The action is founded on the right ; 
if a question of amount still remains, the ma- 
chinery of taxation is convenient and prescribed 
as subsidiary for the purpose of justice, but not 
as the foundation of the right (c). 

No appeal for costs, or in relation to costs only, 
is entertained by the House. But an appeal 
against an order which imposes as a condition to 
having a new trial the payment within a certain 
time of costs of the first trial, does not fall within 
the principle. An objection that an appeal is

The collection of the late Mr. Chitty and his sub- 
sequent editors is practically no less authoritative, and rendered more useful by the 
adoition of commentary and decided cases, than an official code would be. The 
interval of 20 years hitherto observed between the editions of this work since its first 
appearance in 1825 has been conveniently diortened to 15 between the last edition 
and that now before us. It does not take long, in an era when legislation does every- 
thing for us and we do nothing for ourselves, for a roll of statutes to accumulate 
sufficient to make the addenda almost as voluminous as the body of the work. The 
Acts relating to Bankruptcy, Married Women's Property, Shipping, the Judicature, 
Bills of Sale, Artisans' Dwellings, and Public Worship are only a szoall sample of the 
important legislation which the new edition embodies. It was too late, however, to 
include the enactments of this year otherwise than in an appendix. The four 
volumes of the previous edition have been swollen to six ; but the increase in bulk is 
amply compensated by a larger type and generally-increased usefulness. It is need- 
loss to enlarge on the value of " Chitty's Statutes " to both the Bar and to solicitors, 
for it is attested by the experience of many years.
